He pointed out that any civil 
rights legislation would have to 
be referred to the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee, where hear- 
ings would be insisted on. Also, 
he said, Senate rules would 
make it difficult to get any bill 
out of the committee and to 
limit floor debate in the short 
session. 

Senator Thruston B. Morton 
of Kentucky, the Republican

Dirksen added that from read- 
ing the papers he assumed the 
Democrats will try to get action 
on a farm bill and housing legis- 
lation, and possibly increased 
defense appropriations.

SEOUL, Aug. 1 (AP) — Post- 
election mob violence and ballot 
burning spread in South Korea 
today. About 100 persons, most of 
them police, have been injured 
and 322 arrested.

A mob of 5000 -t Sam Chon Po, 
200 miles south of Seoul, wrecked 
the police station and the police 
chief’s home, demanding that an 
ex-Liberal candidate be turned 
over to a kangaroo court to'face 
vote-buying charges. 

The candidate had been under 
police protection since Saturday, 
when he was rescued from a 
vigilante mob that beat him and 
his campaign workers and parad- 
ed the candidate through the 
streets wearing a sign saying 
“I am sorry I got rich on money 
embezzled from the people.”

Kennedy said that he did not 
pass on to Stevenson the informa- 
tion he obtained last week in a 
private briefing from Allen 
Dulles head of the Central In- 
telligence Agency. 

In response to a question by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter as to 
how the ‘nation’s position in the 
world has changed since 1956, 
Stevenson replied:

United States can rally its own 
resources and those of its allies 
to meet the Communist threat 
throughout the world, in terms 
of defense, disarmament, eco- 
nomic development “and forti- 
fication of the Western Alliance.” 


DEMOCRATS SAY 
NIXON SWITCHES 


HYANNISPORT, Mass., Aug. 1 
(AP)—Senator John F. Kennedy 
today made public a statement 
signed by five Democratic Mid- 
western Governors and three 
Democratic Senators 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
of a “lack of basic conviction’’ 
on farm aid and other issues. 

The statement was signed by 
Govs. Herschel C. Loveless of 
Iowa, George Docking of Kan- 
sas, Ralph Herseth of South 
Dakota, Gaylord A. Nelson of 
Wisconsin and Orville L.. Free- 
man of Minnesota and by Sena- 
tors Quentin Burdick of North 
Dakota, William Proxmire . of 
Wisconsin and Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey of Minnesota. 


The statement likened Nixon’s 
break with Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Ezra Taft Benson to “‘a po- 
litical captain leaving the sink- 
ing ship.” 

“Vice President Nixon — a 
member of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration team for the past 
74% years—in the short span of 
38 hours since his nomination 
has repudiated two key parts of 
that Administration’s program,” 
the statement said. 

“This is just the first evidence 
of his lack of basic conviction 
on the issues to which Gov. 
Rockefeller (Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller of New York) allud- 
ed so eloquently before the mid- 
night confrontation in New 
York.” 

The reference was to a mid- 
night conference between Nixon 
and Rockefeller at which they 
agreed on provisions of the Re- 
publican national convention 
platform. 

The statement from the mid- 


up to now has- ‘wholeheartedly 
subscribed” to Benson’s farm 
policies, but in a sudden switch 
has repudiated him. 

It quoted Nixon as having said 
in a 1954 speech in Des Moines, 
Ia., that history would record 
Benson as “‘one of the best sec- 
retaries of agriculture in our 
history” and as a friend of the 
farmer. i 

It said he also spoke out in 
support and praise of Benson 
in Rapid City, S.D., in 1956, and 
quoted Benson himself as claim- 
ing in 195% that he had “every 
evidence of the support of the 
Vice President.’ 

As late as last January, the 
statement said, Benson claimed 
that “he would expect Nixon to 
carry on present Benson policies 
because the Vice President ‘had 
participated in the development 
of the program.’” 

In Washington Nixon’s head- 
quarters said it was sorry to 
hear about the Kennedy ‘“‘sink- 
ing ship” statement. 

Herbert G. Klein, Nixon’s 
press secretary, said, ‘‘I am sor- 
ry to find a group of American 
leaders apparently describing 
the country as a sinking ship.” 

He added that it was the ‘‘Vice 
President’s belief that the Unit- 
ed States.is a world ieader and 
it is his aim to build that lead- 
ership.”

Agreements Caused Eisenhower 
To Explode but He Capitulated 


Thruston Morton Also Blew Up 

at Word of Deal — President Ac- 

cepted Implied Criticism of Defense 

Program After Talk With Candidate.

- CHICAGO. 


NOW THAT the Republican convention is over, it is possible 
to tell the true story of the great turnabout that occurred here. 


Beginning at the beginning, with 
Richard M. Nixon made in W 

Even this choice was more 
complex than all but the insiders 
imagine. For on this Friday, 
when Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
made his threat to start a floor 
fight over the party platform, 
the Vice President had a secret 
weapon which Rockefeller him- 
self most probably did not know 
about. More than 70 members 
of the New York Republican 
delegation*had privately pledged 
themselves to abandon the Gov- 
ernor and fo join the Nixon 
camp no later than Monday, 
July 25. 


The temptation to risk a’ floor 
fight, and to punish Rockefeller 
with a public humiliation, must 
therefore have been very strong. 
But besides the certainty of hu- 
miliating Rockefeller, Nixon 
would be unavoidably driven to 


attack the Rockefeller position. 


on civil rights, national defense 
and the like. And these were 
the very positions in which 
Nixon himself believed. 


HENCE NIXON made his fa- 
mous telephone call and subse- 
quent journey to New York, 
without warning or consulting 
anyone. The result was the 14- 
point Nixon-Rockefeller compact. 
Its publication, before dawn on 
Saturday, caused two simul- 
taneous explosions. 


The first was the Newport ex- 
plosion. An undoubted authority 
has remarked that “‘if our rock- 
ets only had the same thrust 
that the President developed on 
Saturday morning, we wouldn't 
have to worry about Khrush- 
chev.” The White House liaison 
man in Chicago, Robert Mer- 
riam, at once got orders to pre- 
vent the convention from ‘“‘re- 
pudiating” the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. 


As for the second explosion, 
in Chicago, its true violence may 
be gauged by the behavior of a 
leading Nixonite. Merriam was 
not alone in putting pressure on 
the platform committee tq ig- 
nore the Nixon-Rockefeller com- 
pact. The chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee, 
Senator Thruston B, Morton of 
Kentucky, appeared at a full 
meeting of the platform com- 
mittee on Saturday to urge the 
committee to pay no attention at 
all to anything that had hap- 
pened “outside.” 


FURTHERMORE, Morton per- 
sonally impounded the subcom- 
mittee draft of the various 
planks that Nixon and Rocke- 
feller had rejected in New York. 
He caused all these drafts to be 
mimeographed for release; and 
he started releasing them. Nix- 
on’s personal chief-of-staff, Rob- 
ert Finch, told the Republic=n 
National Committee public re._- 
tions man, Lou Guylay, to stop 
the releases. Morton overruled 
Finch. 

The chaos of Saturday and 
Sunday was made official, when 
the platform committee formally 
voted by a two-to-one majority 
to stand by the platform as pre- 
viously drafted, without any re- 
vision to meet Nixon’s and Rock- 
efeller’s announced wishes. 

At this point, as Rockefeller’s

Responsible Reporting 

We are writing as members of 
an interracial and _ international 
voluntary service group which has 
been living and working in Pruitt 
housing project for a month. 


We should like to commend the 
Post-Dispatch on its account Thurs- 
day of the disturbance in Pruitt on 
Wednesday night. The report did 
not exaggerate the size of the af- 
fair, or the number of the crowd 
from hundreds to thousands. Instead, 
it gave a description of the happen-, 
ings which was largely corroborated 
by the police réports, and by subse- 
quent testimony in court by police 
officers involved. 


There has been a tendency to ex- 
aggerate incidents in housing proj- 
ects, and we were glad to see that 
the Post-Dispatch took a responsi- 
ble attitude on this occasion and 
maintained journalistic integrity. * 

The only sins of the overwhelm- 
ing majority of people in the public 
housing projects are lack of money 
(due mainly to discrimination in 
employment), and choosing to live 
in public housing rather than in 
the slums which are the only other 
housing open to them, 


If these people are to be given 
a chance to improve themselves, 
their standards and the housing 
projects, responsible, accurate and 
fair reporting is essential; biased, 
misleading, and sensation - making 
journalism has hindered such im- 
provement in the past and will con- 
tinue to hinder it whenever respon- 
sibility is lacking in the reporting 
of news in St. Louis.

| Tuesday’s Choices 


Tuesday's election affords voters in city 
and county an opportunity to decide several 
important matters of public policy, as well 
as to nominate candidates in the primaries 
of one or the other of the two political par- 
ties. Over the last seyeral days we have dis- 
cussed all the policy issues and the merits 
of certain of the candidates who are involved 
in contests. We present herewith for the 
information of voters a summary of the Post- 
Dispatch positions: 

Two St. Louis City Charter amendments 
will be submitted on a separate ballot at the 
upper right hand side of the voting machine. 
One would make the Mayor's office a full- 
time job and lift the next Mayor’s salary 
from $10,000 to $25,000; the other would 
raise the $10,000 éeiling on salaries of top 
city officials to $25,000. The Mayor heads a 
municipal service corporation spending $71,- 
000,000 a year and employing 9500 people, 
and deserves a salary commensurate with 
those responsibilities. The 46-year-old ceiling 
on pay of other municipal officials must be 
lifted if the city is to be in position to attract 
first-rate administrators. We recommend a 
YES vote on both propositions.

In St. Louis county, a referendum on the 
Jefferson Barracks public housing project is 
being submitted. It will appear on the upper 
right hand side of voting machines as Propo- 
sition No. 1, and we urge it,be marked 
APPROVED. Public housing is a necessary 
tool of urban redevelopment that thé county 
surely should possess; the J.B. project has 
been recommended by the appropriate public 
agencies. Approval will cost voters nothing; 
disapproval might cost them at least $1,200,- 
000 in abandonment charges. 

Directly below the J.B. referendum on 
county voting machines will appear three 
proposed County Charter. amendments. We 
urge a NO vote .on éach of them. Proposi- 
tion A is the courthouse politicians’ phony 
plan for “reform” of the tax-collection ma- 
chinery that collapsed last winter, and de- 
serves to be defeated. A proper plan drafted 
by citizens will be on the ballot in November. 

Proposition B would raise the pay of part- 
time County Councilmen from $1500 to $4800 
a year and the Council Chairman to $6000. 
We think it should be defeated. The Council- 
men have not proved any necessity for this 
pay scale. School boards attract citizens of 
a caliber at least equal to that of the Council 
without paying anything at all. 

Proposition C would increase the pay of 
a future County Supervisor from $10,000 to 
$18,500, even though the Supervisor, who 
has very little substantial to supervise now, 
is given no additional duties. We oppose 
this pay grab until the Charter is amended 
to give the Supervisor responsibility for all 
of the county’s administration. —

For the Democratic nomination for Attor- 
ney General we favor Circuit Attorney Thom- 
as F. Eagleton of St. Louis over State Senator 
George A. Spencer of Columbia. We think 
Senator Spencer would make a good Attorney 
General but that Mr. Eagleton shows promise 
of becoming an outstanding state officer. 


For the Democratic nomination for Circuit 
Attorney in St. Louis to succeed Mr. Eagleton 
we recommend Daniel P. Reardon Jr. on the 
basis of his background, experience, philo- 
sophical approach to the office and the cali- 
ber of the support his candidacy has at- 
tracted. 

For the Democratic nomination for Circuit 
Judge in.-the two St. Louis County. Circuit 
Court divisions at issue we recommend the 
renomination of the able incumbent Judge

R. McGinnis, whom we believe to be clearly 
the best candidate in an otherwise, rather 
weak field in Division 4. 

For the Democratic nomination for County 
Assessor we favor renomination of Assessor 
Francis H. Kennedy, who has carried out the 
difficult and very important parcel-by-parcel 
property revaluation program with fairness 
and efficiency in the face of intense pres- 
sures from township professionals for tempo- 
rizing, favors and delay. 


Koreans at the Polls 


Revulsion against the authoritarian rule of 
Syngman Rhee was the dominant factor in 
the victory of the anti-Rhee Democrats in 
South Korea’s election last week. Ten United 
Nations teams were on hand to observe the 
voting, but there were numerous disturbances 
nonetheless. A completely peaceful election 
hardly could be expected in view of the fact 
that it was a charge of election rigging last 
March that brought about the downfall of the 
Rhee government after 12 years. Koreans are 
likely to have difficulty adjusting to political 
life without the strong man, who is in exile 
in Hawaii.

Needed to Govern 

Both presidential candidates long since 
have indicated that foreign policy would be 
the major issue in the campaign, but neither 
has forgotten a domestic issue that could in 
the long run be equally crucial. That is the 
development of an agricultural program that 
will bring order out of the chaos of mounting 
farm surpluses and that will appeal strongly 
to the farmers. This is a matter of more 
importance to Vice President Nixon than to. 
Senator Kennedy, who has just released a 
statement “by five Midwestern Democratic 
Governors and three Senators accusing Mr. 
Nixon of lack of conviction on farm policy. 

If elected, Mr. Nixon would need the sup- 
port of Congress to put any program across. 
It ts already certain he would have to work 
with a Democratic Senate. The House is now 
Democratic by three-to-two, but since all 

' Representatives must be elected in November 
the Republicans have a chance to take con- 
trol. The key may be in the Midwest farm 
States, where traditional Republican strength 
has ebbed through dissatisfaction with the 
policies of Secretary of Agriculture Benson. 
That is why Mr. Nixon already has listened 
to farm belt spokesmen and why he is plan- 
ning an early major farm policy speech. 

Mr. Kennedy, if elected, would be assured 
of a Senate of his own party. He has a long 
head start on a Democratic House, He has 
a further advantage over Mr. Nixon in that 
he can make a strong appeal to farmers 


by introducing a farm bill.when the Senate 


returns to Washington Aug. 8. This he plans 
to do. . 
It is difficult to seé how Mr. Nixon could 


be an effective President without at least one 


-

branch of Congress of his own party. Divided 
government has been at least workable since 
1954 partly because the country has been 
more or less consolidating gains of the past, 
because President Eisenhower is an immense- 


_ly popular and respected world figure, and 


because the Johnson-Rayburn leadership of 
Congress has been conservative. 

None of these conditions would hold for 
Mr. Nixon. That is why there is so much at 
stake for him in the farm vote. 


Mission for the Current 


Missouri ought to wish Gov. Blair well on 
his latest mission to Washington. His pur- 
pose is to try to speed approval, when Con- 
gress reconvenes, of the Ozark Rivers National 
Monument. 


This plan has been approved by the Na- 


tional Park Service and a bill has been pre- 
pared for Congress. The monument would 
include some 113,000 acres along 190 miles 
of three rivers—the Current, Eleven Point 
and Jacks Fork. The purpose is to protect 
these remaining spring-fed, clear-water 
streams from pollution, economic exploita- 
tion, siltation, damming and commercializa- 
tion, and to help raise the economic level of 
the six counties involved. 

Residents of this area are sharply divided 
on the merits of the proposal. The princip: 
opposition, as might be expected, comes from 
property owners including owners of timber 
and grazing and resort land along the river. 
They wish to preserve the status quo which, 
we think, cannot be protected under present 
circumstances. 

Recently the Current River-Eleven Point 
Protective Association’s directors decided to 
oppose the monument. They argue that the 
monument would remove large areas from 
economic production. Yet how else can the 
area be protected in its present state? They 
argue that the monument would reduce tax 
revenues, but ignore the prospects for attract- 
ing new interests and new investment to the 
area. They want something called “multiple 
use” of the river areas. Yet if multiple use 
means more timbering, grazing, farming and 
unrestricted use of the river banks, how can 
those streams stay the way they are? 


The fact is that the Current, Eleven Point 
and Jacks Fork are not even now as clear 
and deep as they once were. They are free 
to anybody who wants to exploit them and 
has the cash and ability to do it. They are 
free, that is, to go the way of other Ozark 
streams which, unprotected, no longer exist 
in their original wilderness state. 


Opponents of the monument offer no alter- 
native to it. The Ozark Rivers National 
Monument remains the only visible means of 
protecting the three rivers, and Congress 
ought to accept it. 


Who’s Who in Swindledom 


The clearing house for information about 
racketeers and swindlers which Senators 
Keating and Javits of New York propose to 
set up in the Department of Justice seems to 
us an excellent idea. It will cost something 
to operate, but it should repay its cost many 
times over. And in doing so it would be sup- 
plying protection to the buying public and 
legitimate business which is now either lack- 
ing or inadequate. 

The idea was originally recommended by 
the Attorney General of New York, Louis J. 
Lefkowitz. That official pointed out that 
business charlatans, driven out of one state, 
often move to another and continue their 
fraudulent activities, being able to do so 
because the new community is unaware of 
their old record. Thus, said the New York 
attorney - general, “We find ourselves in a 
merry-go-round situation.” 

A clearing house such as is proposed in 
the Keating-Javits bill would make available 
to both public and private agencies the facts 
about the operations of these racketeers. The 
very fact of its existence would exercise some 
deterrent force, since the chances of getting 
away with crooked deals would be reduced 
by the spread of information. Rackets are 
booming today; it is a propitious moment to 
lower the boom on them. 


Steel in the Doldrums 


Economists and politicians alike are keep- 
ing an eye on the steel industry. The mills 
are running at about half capacity. Some 140,- 
000 workers are without jobs ‘and 300,000 
more in steel and allied industries are esti- 
mated to be working less then 40 hours a 
week. The magazine Iron Age sees steel op- 
erations cgatinuing at a low rate into autumn, 
though the Department of Commerce fore- 
casts “some recovery” by that time. Comjng 
on top of the 116-day strike last year the 
inactivity is disturbing. 

President Eisenhower, at his July 6 press 
conference, noted that steel capacity is so 
large that operation at 50 per cent now pro- 
duces as much as operation at 75 per cent 
did a few years back. This is true, but it is 
beside the point. Idle capacity, except for a 
prudent reserve, is wasteful. And low steel 
production reflects, and affects. the condi- 
tion of other parts of the economy. We are 


likely to hear more of the problem in the 


campaign; it will not evaporate soon. 


An Amiable Snowman? 


It can be said for Sir Edmund Hillary, now 
setting out to scale Mount Makalu, that he ex- 
presses great confidence in his chances for 
solving the mystery of the legendary Abomi- 
nable Snowman. In a nutshell, something 
made those huge footprints in the snow and 
Mr. Hillary would not be at all surprised if 
it was an Abominable Snowman. 

Now it may be that the creature which 
makes these big footprints is a Snowman 
but why should he be an Abominable one? 
What if he should turn out to be a friendly

tic-tac-toe in the snow? Or ask the explorer 
and his companions, as they sit by a roaring 
log fire, to join in singing some of the old 
songs? Or pull out some pictures of his 
family and ask his new-found friends to let 
him seé the photographs in their wallets?

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Fluoridation Saves Teeth and Money 


Evanston (Ill.) Study Shows Dental Decay Gut by, as Much as 91 Per Cent

Thirteen years ago sodium fluoride 
was placed in the drinking water of 
Evanston, a suburban Chicago com- 
munity, to test the value of water 
fluoridation as a means of reducing 
the rate of tooth decay in children. 
The results obtained were to be com- 
pared with the decay-experience rate 
observed in Oak Park, a neighboring 
fluorine-free area. For this study

The 6,- 7,- and 8-year-old children 
provide an excellent group for studying 
the total amount of decay in the de- 
ciduous or baby teeth and the very 
first areas of decay in the permanent 
teeth. Children in the 12,- 13- and 14- 
year age group have most of their per- 
manent teeth. This provides the op- 
portunity to study the rate and the 
areas of initial decay during the period 
of greatest susceptibility. 


It is indeed unfortunate that some 
people have gained the idea that fluori- 
dation is beneficial only to children. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. The resistance of a tooth which 
is calcified while a person is living 
in a fluoride area lasts through life. 

Now for a review of the results ac- 
complished by fluoridation of the Evan- 
ston water, For six-year-olds in 1946 
(he pre-fluorine period) we found 0.46 
decayed, missing or filled.permanent 
teéth per child. In 1953 this rate had 
dropped to 0.147, and im 1958 to 0.04 
per cent. This fepresented a total re- 
duction of 91.30 per cent.

was reduced from 1.53 in 1946 to. 0.53, ° 


or 64.57 per cent; and for the eight- 
year-old group the reduction was from 
2.49 to 0.93 per child or 62.60 per cent. 

The decay attack rate for the 12- 
year-old group was reduced from 7.63 
to 3.56. The 13-year-old rate was 
reduced from 10.09 to 5.11 and the 
14-year-group rate dropped from 11.65 
to 7.25 per child. 


Again note that the greatest percent- 
age of reduction is found in those 
groups who were first exposed at the 
earlier age. 

The number of the Evanston 12,- 13- 
and 14-year-old children who are com- 
pletely free from decay of their per- 
manent teeth has increased consider- 
ably. 

Now take the twins, Julia and Jo- 
seph Neighbor, who were born in 
Evanston on Nov. 11, 1947, exactly 
the full gestation period after the in- 
troduction of sodium fluoride in the 
water the previous Feb. 11. 

Neither Julia nor Joseph has ever 
had a decayed tooth. This is not true 
for their two older brothers.

When expressed in terms of 
teeth we have 30,250 teeth saved from 
decay that would have been attacked 
without the use of water fluoridation, 
according to the 1946 pre-fluorine 
standard. I am informed that the av- 
erage fee for the treatment of child- 
ren in this age range is about $8 per 
tooth. This then represents a saving 
of $242,000 in dental fees, to say noth- 
ing about the improvement of over-all 
health of our children., The cost of 
sodium fluoride used in the-Evanston 
water during the 1947 through 1958 
period was $87,798, resulting in an ac- 
tual net savings to the community of 
$154,202. 

But in fact the reduction in the num- 
ber of decayed teeth and dollars saved 
is much greater than has been stated, 
because: (1) these figures do not in- 
clude the savings accomplished through 
the marked reduction in the amount 


“of decay in the deciduous or baby 


teeth of these children; (2) all of the 
Evaséton children now under six years 
of age are receiving the full protection 
provided by fluoridation; and (3) 
those children who were 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 
10, 11 and 12 years of age at the time 
of fluoridation in 1947 received some 
benefit, although not the same degree. 
All of this was accomplished without 
additional costs.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP)— 
Philip B, Perlman, former Soli- 
citor General of the United 
States, died yesterday. He was 
70 years old. Mr. Perlman was 
found dead in his hotel apart- 
ment, apparently the victim of a 
heart attack. 

He had served as vice chair- 
man of the platform committee 
of the recent Democratic conven- 
tion in Los Angeles. 

As the Government's. chief 
spokesman before the Supreme 
Court from 1947 to 1952, Mr. 
Perlman set a record for the 
number of cases argued person- 
ally by a Solicitor General. 

He was born in Baltimore and 
worked there on newspapers be- 
fore being admitted to the bar in 
1911. He held city and state legal 
posts until he was named Solici- 


{tor General by former President 


Harry S. Truman. 

In 1952-53, he served as chair- 
man of the President’s Commis- 
sion on Immigration and Na- 
turalization. In recent years, he 
practiced law here and remained 
active in Democratic party af- 
fairs. |

victories was one concerning 
racial covenants in real estate.

Dean was called from retire- 
ment at his farm near Salem for 
the job. 

The University planned no ap- 
peal from the Big Ten ruling, 
which had the effect of making 
the school a ‘“‘non-conference”’ 
football member of the Big Ten 
and a sure loser of about $85,000 
in TV revenue in next autumn’s 
football campaign. 

President Herman B. Wells 
said Dean would supervise ath- 
letic-alumni matters for “several 
months.” He is president of In- 
diana’s ‘“‘I-Men’s Association,”’ 
and his job will be to interpret 
to alumni the proper role of 
athletics in the university and 
the rules by which the athletic 
program is governed. 

Conference Commissioner Ken- 
nedy L. (Tug) Wilson announced 


the Big Ten’s action yesterday. | 
One effect of the action was to) 


cut the school from the Confer- 
ence distribution of TV revenue. 
Athletic director Fran E. Allen 
said Indiana hoped to make up 
some of the loss by increased 
home attendance. 

“We will open our new football 
stadium Oct. 8 in a game with 
Oregon State,” said Allen. “As 
of now, season ticket sales are 
more than twice those of any 
comparable year.” : 

The action, severest sentence 
handed down by the Big Ten 
since it suspended Iowa for a 
year in 1929 on similar charges,

During the span, Indiana's 
football games will not be count- 
ed in conference standings, nor 
will those of grid opponents.

Wilson’s rulings were con- 
tained in a letter to Dr. Wells, 
following a series of investiga- 
tions which Wilson said lasted 
more than a year.

The action was the second 
slap at Indiana in less than five 
months. In April, the N.C.A.A. 
put the school on probation for 
four years for alleged recruit- 
ing infractions.

championship competition. It 
also barred the schools from tak- 
ing part in telecasts under that 
agency’s control.

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Guilt Complex-Roadblock to Charm 


Dwelling On Past Mistakes Can Warp Personality; F orget donee Look to Future, Actress Says

Y PLAGUED one of us 
goes around with a bucketful of 
guilt buzzing under the surface 
like an elusive mosquito on a 
dark screen porch. | 

The amount in the bucket col- 
ors all our actions, psychiatrists 
tell us, and it’s reasonable to 
expect that an abundance of this 
floating guilt will completely vi- 
tiate the charm that may be at- 
tempting to break through. 

We've all done things we're 
ashamed of. What some of us 
don’t have is the capacity to dis- 
tinguish between justified and 
unjustified guilt. And after we’ve 
resolved this difference we must 
forgive ourselves and, with a 
little practice, forget. 

A lot of well-intentioned people 
beat themselves over the head 
with feelings of guilt and con- 
stantly luxuriate in a bubble bath 
of self - recrimination. Nothing 
could be less charming. If you 
victimize yourself in this way, 
sit down and take a sunbath in 
the warm light of reason. 


You’ve made mistakes and 
you’ve done some rather stupid 
and inexcusable things in the 
past. Fine. You’re in good com- 


pany. There’s nothing you can 


haps in the future. But don’t 
dwell on them, even if you get 
a certain masochistic pleasure 
out of it. 


You’ve wasted a lot of time. 
Fine. Cut down on it in the fu- 
ture. Or the present. Time is a 
precious commodity. When you 
clear away the brush, time is 
really all ‘that any of us have, 
and damn little of it at that. 
You'lPfeel better and less guilty 
if you make productive and crea- 
tive use of it. The time to do 
that, at the risk of using a cliche, 
is now. Practice catching your- 
self in the act of wasting it and 
immediately shift gears. 

The guilts of the past are fruit- 
less; the guilts gf the future 
avoidable. In the meantime you 
owe it to yourself to forgive 
yourself, or you'll have a three- 
ton anchor around your neck, 
which makes maneuvering diffi- 
cult. 

Take yourself to the mirror, 
look yourself straight in the eye 
(actually, this is not only the in- 
fallible way to see yourself—it is 
the only way to see others — 
straight on) and say: ‘You 
made a mistake and you’r@ a 
bit of a lunkhead, but I feel 
you’re a good sort who will 
mend your ways—so I forgive 
you.” 

For some odd reason that has 
escaped the sages of the past 
and me, too, forgiving yourself 
is one of the hardest things in 
the world to do, On the surface 
it might seem. easy, but it never 
is. 


Only by consciously and force- 
fully making yourself aware of 
the fact that you must do this 
can you, make any decent prog- 
ress on the path to being your 
real self, and to being fulfilled 
as far as your natural charm is 
concerned 


A great many of us often feel 
guilty about getting some pleas- 
ure out of life or. enjoying our- 
selves. We might even learn a 
lesson from ancient Hindu phil- 
osophy. They claim that pleas- 
ure is one of the four legitimate 
ends of life. They suggest that 

you go after it, if you really want 
it. it. But they feel that if you are 
absolutely honest with yourself, 
you will sooner or later realize 
that, as a total goal, you will be 
bored stiff with it. And this has 
been proven time and again to 
be true. 


But at least you need not feel 
guilty in enjoying what you can 
as you become more emotionally 
mature, and, as a result, more 
charming. 

I believe that it is never too 
Jate to correct things until you're 
dead and buried. Guilt is really 
part of conceit, in a sense. If 
you keep berating yourself, you 
get nowhere; if you correct your- 
self, you'll get satisfaction. You 
can’t let your whole life be 
ruined by your past mistakes. 


You’ve simply got to find a 
way to say: “I made a mis- 
take. The world is not coming 
to an end because of it and I’m 
not going to waste any more 
good time over it.”

Eisenhower’s Popularity 


HYDE PARK, Aug. 1. 
PRESIDENT EISENHOWER was greeted with such en- 
thusiasm in Chicago that he left little doubt of his own popu- 
larity. He is a lovable human being and somehow has been 
able to remain aloof from association with policies of his 
administration that people might disapprove of. 


Those who love him resent any criticism of him. They 
find excuses for anything a President ordinarily would be held 
responsible for. One woman chided me the other day for criti- 
cizing him for certain situations that have developed in his 


administration, saying that he had been held down by a 
Democratic Congress. 


So Congress is forced to take the blame as we 
ignore the fact that the President sets the policies and 
Congress does’ not. Our lawmakers in Washington 
ratify and implement what the President wants, but 
if he is a strong leader and can hold his own party 
together, even with the majority of the opposition 
against him he usually can win over enough members 


of Congress to carry what legislation he really feels 
is essential. \ 


This has been done by Democratic governors; they have 
put over their programs in the face of strong opposition from 
Republican legislatures. It can be done more easily by a 
President. 

In the case of President Eisenhower, however, I feel that 
many people are attracted by the “father protection’”’ that he 
exudes. He is a good man, a simple man, and many of us 
would like to revert to that period of history when we de- 
manded nothing more than that from our top national leaders. 


THE AMERICAN LEGION, in a long letter to me, has 
tried to persuade me that I am incorrect as to the Legion’s 
attitude on the United Nations. It said: 


“While the American Legion opposes certain sub- 
sidiary bodies of the U.N. and at times has been crit- 
ical of the U.N. itself, it has consistently and officially 
supported participation of the Unitéd States in the 
U.N.” 


I was delighted to get this official statement, and I hope 
that in the future there will be growing support for the U.N. 
within the official governing body of the Américan Legion and 
less critical an agtitude than in the past. 

The Legion assures me that it has not charged UNESCO 
with being Communistic. I am delighted to hear that, but it 
says it did ask Congress to investigate UNESCO operations, 
particularly with a view toward ascertaining whether thére 


has been interference with the educational systems of UNESCO 
member nations. 


Also, the Legion asks for the discontinuance of dissemina- 


~ tion of UNESCO ‘educational material advocating “‘world citi- 


zenship and adherence to a nebulous.world government.” So 


far as I know, such materials do not exist, nor is there any |, 


interference with educational systems when it is not desired 
by. the particular governments. 

It is interesting that the Legion does not feel that its mem- 
bership as a whole read its own report on the U.N., though it 
feels that ‘“‘the properly constituted bodies of the American

About 6.5 cents 
of the retail price is the cost to 
the consumer of hauling in- 
edible stalks and leaves—the 
stuff that ends up in the gar- 
bage. 


Suppose the train is hauling 


lettuce from California. A Con-~ 


tainer Corp. of America study of 
Boston supermarkets shows that 
half the lettuce headed for Bos 
ton, for example, disappears by 
the time the housewife buys it. 

The rest—which she has paid 
for—is trimmeg away and dis- 
carded. But the Boston shopper 
pays freight on the full 100 per 
cent, © 

James B. Moore, of the Con- 
tainer Corp. of America, said 
that asparagus is another vege- 
table pointing up waste. 

Most of the asparagus comes 
from farfis on the West Coast.

THERE ARE times when I 


| wonder “what in the world’ to 
|| write next. Then, it seems, read- 


ers always come to my rescue, 
with interesting letters and ex- 
cellent questions. Here is part of 
a letter from Mr. E. L. Tice: 
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“In a question-and-answer sec- 


|, to the sun?’ The answer given 


was ‘The South Pole on Dec. 21 
or 22.’ 

“I wrote the author of the de- 
partment, saying that his answer 
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was wrong, but failed to receive 
a reply. I believe you will agree 
that a region on or close to the 
Tropic of Capricorn comes clos- 
est to the sun.” , 
Mr. Tice is right. The Tropic’ 
of Capricorn (never the South 
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‘Nearest to Sun 


Pole) gets closer to the sun than 
any other geographical line or 
marking of the earth. 


The Tropic of Capricorn en- 
circles the globe, and forms the 
southern limit of the Torrid 
Zone. The closest approach 
comes toward the end of Decem- 
ber, when the earth is only 91 
and a half million miles from the 
sun. 

That “round figure’ is for the 
earth in general. The closest part 
of the earth to the sun is marked 
by the Tropic of Capricorn. 

Among the larger cities of the 
world, two in southern Brazil 
come closest to the sun. 
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
